The invention set forth in claim 18 does not involve 
an inventive step in the light of document 1 and document 
5 cited in the international search report . It would be 
easy for a person skilled in the art to use the ink 
composition disclosed in document 5, which comprises a 
polymeric material that is dissolved in an organic 
solvent, as the ink composition disclosed in document 1. 

The invention set forth in claims 2-11 is not 
disclosed in any of the documents cited in the 
international search report, and is not obvious to a 
person skilled in the art.
